The ice on the river, alway s a 
cause of danger, was broken up by the 
flood and started on its threatening course 
at a time when it was thick and solid and 
in a condition to sweep away every thing j 
in its course not built to resist a terrible 
force. 
It is not strange that such a re­ 
markable sudden flood as w*e are now 
having would naturally cause much anx­ 
iety .^ It is natural that f o r a day or so 
the river banks have been lined witn ex­ 
cited people, 
all uncertain as to what 
might be the result. 
Turtle creek, and 
other streams empty ing their waters into 
Rock River in Wisconsin and north of 
here, have been reported as beating all 
j other records for sudden floods, and these 
j waters must necessarily pass down Rock 
I River. 
So far our loss here has 
| hardly worth mentioning.

Lo nd o n, Feb. 9.—Ten thousand Socialists 
met in Clerkeuwell Tuesday evening and sub­ 
sequently marched in procession, in defiance 
of the government prohibition promulgated 
Monday. 
Hundreds of mounted police were 
on ¡h«5 fq>ot, but their presence did not pre­ 
vent the speakers from giving utterance to 
most incendiary speeches. 
An attempt on 
the part of the » Socialists was made to light 
torches preparatory to forming a procession, 
but tho police interfered and the mob dis­ 
persed, breaking into three parties and tak­ 
ing three different routes. This pioco of strnt- 
egy rendered the force of police ou tho 
ground wholly inadequate to control the en­ 
tire number of Socialists, compelling the 
former to also divide itself into throe par­ 
ties. 
The Socialist contingent which marched 
in the direction of the city armed themselves 
with pieces of granite, which were lying loose 
in tho street whore they were needed to re- 
j» air the pavement, and began smashing the 
windows of shops and houses on route. 
The 
crowd attempted to loot a butcher shop, but 
were met at the door by the owner, who 
emptied a revolver into the mob, driving 
them away, J >ut doing nobody injury. 
The 
rioters were met at Newgate by a strong 
force of pplice and quickly dispersed. Several 
of the most demonstrative of the mob were 
arrested. 
The sections of the original mob 
which started west from Clerkenwell sus­ 
tained a gradual depletion of numbers before 
ayy damage was done, and disappeared, 
thanks to the extremely cold weather and 
the absence of organization or leadership in 
their ranks. 


THE REMEDY FOR IRELAND. 


J o h n M orley Says It M ust B e S elf-G ov­ 
er n m e n t. 
Lo n d o n, Feb. 
9.—In the house of com­ 
mons Tuesday night J ohn Morley, resuming 
the debate on the address, declared that 
there was n*> remedy for the ,Irish crisis 
short of g iving self-government to Ireland. 
The amendment offered by Parnell, he said, 
pointed out the only possible policy under 
which Ireland could be governed. 
The rem­ 
edy which Hartington had advocated at a 
recent meeting in Newcastle amounted sim­ 
ply to compulsory migration or emigration, 
and it would be impossible to effect eit her of 
these without regard to the w ishes of tho peo­ 
ple. 
J acob Bright, Gladstonian member for 
Manchester, southwest, said that failing to 
govern Ireland was no discredit to England. 
The discredit was in tho refusal of tho gov­ 
ernment to abandon an impossible task. 
An 
attempt to govern by force had failed in 
America and Canada, and **>uld al*o fail 
n Ireland. 
Gibson, Conservative member for tho W al­ 
ton division of Liverpool,defended the action 
of the English government in excluding Ro­ 
man Catholics from the jury-box. eaying it 
wus tbe duty of the ocown to insure the se­ 
lection of jurors of independent mind*. 
Thomas P. O’Connor said the government 
had at last admitted that tbe accusation of 
jury ¡jacking brought against it was true. 
Doubtless, he said, Mr. Dillon would be tried 
by a packed jury.

Leighton may reach £ ‘.¿ >0,000. 
Leighton has 
been clerk of the court since 1807, but re­ 
signed a few weeks ago. 
All lines, costs, and 
fees paid the central municipal court passed 
through his hands. 
It is said that no munici­ 
pal court in the country does more business. 
For the lirst few years of ins service he turned 
over to the proper authorities an average of 
£ 71,0o0 a year, but from 1875 to 18*0 he 
turned over on an Average only £ 10,000 a 
year. 
The amount Of business transacted by 
the court, however, has suffered no such de- 
creas3 as this. 
It is said that th*re has been 
gross negligence in the auditing of the ac­ 
counts, ami the responsibility for this rests 
between Chief J ustice Parmenter a ni City 
Auditor Dodge. 
Leighton’s salary was $2,‘200 per annum. 
He is not a man of dissipated habits and 
has lived w ith his invalid wife in a cpiiet 
house on the Back bay, in a manner befitting 
his salary, and it was a mystery to the half 
dozen people who recently were made aware 
of his misdeeds what he had done w ith the 
money. 
He is assessed at about £ 44,OiX). 
Stock speculation is the only answer that 
suggests itself. 
The police have not thus far 
received any instructions to act 
in the 
premises, as the expert’s work is still unfin­ 
ished. 
It is probable, however, that a war­ 
rant will lie issued at once. It is not believed 
that Leighton will attempt to escape. 
He is 
an old man already, and it is understood he 
is aware that some sort of an investigation is 
in progress.

“ but wer an hour and a h^lf late, leaving 
at 2:10 a. m. 
We ran at regular schedule 
rate, making up no time before the bridge 
was reached, then slowed up as usual, and a 
little more so, as the air brakes seemed to 
take h ¡1 1 better than usual. 
1 applied the 
air brakes about three times the length of 
the train bark from the bridge which was 
the usual place. I never went over th ? bridge 


without slowing up. 
I should judgo the 
train was going about eight mile* an hour, I 
noticed no unusual jar, or anything before 
j reaching the bridge; in fact not at any time 
j until 
the 
engine 
was 
stopped. 
I 
j was sitin g on my seat looking ahead when 
the first unusual thing occurred, which wa* 
the soun 1 of the alarm bell from the cars. We 
wt« re then about in the middle of the bridge. 
Ir struck but once. 
My hand was within a 
foot of the lever which applies the air-brakes. 
J The ItFakee were let off before reaching the 
i bridge. 
I applied my brakes instantly, but 
Ud not reverse my engine at all. 
After h|*- 
plying the brakes I looked out of my win- 
! dow*. 
The engine was then about two-thirds 
of the way across the bridge and 1 saw tlu* 
reer Pullman of the train falling from the 
re^r end of the bridge. 
In falling it drew 
the three next, cars with it. 
The coupling 
evidently broke between the smoker and the 
first passenger coach,” 
Engineer Pierce continued by explaining 
that it is not customary to revel's? at the 1h*11 
signal. 
The engine is never reversed exoept 
when danger is ahead. 
It would have done 
no good to reverse, for by the time ho got 
the signal the cars were already falling off 
the bri lge. 
He went down the bank as soon 
a-» he could. He carried his shovel with him, 
en i Lied to put the fire out by shoveling 
» now on it, but it had already got so far that 
he could not extinguish it, ami he and the 
other trainmen began to help the people out. 
Work was resumed on the wreck early 
Monday and by noon nearly all the pieces of 
broken car* had been pulled from the clutch 
of the ice, and it was decided that no more 
bodies were there.

No whole bodies were found, but 
parts of a man’s thigh, some small bom's and 
flesh (probably of a wonun), a number of 
smaller fragments and part of a woman’s 
felt hat with a feather, were discovered.

thoso fragments represented. 
Every shovel­ 
ful of ice, iron and ashes was carefully 
» « arched for money, jowelry, and whatever 
t>lse might assist in the identification of the 
killed. 
During the forenoon a lady’s Geneva 
gold watch, $3 in Canadian money, a man’s 
fourteen carat gold ring, a partly melted 
silver dollar, the iron work of a lady's bag, 
and near it a purse containing two quarters 
and several pennies were found. 
It is feared 
several bodies got through the ice and were 
lioated down the river.

been ascertained to be missing and are sup­ 
posed to be lost: 
Homer Riggs, of Middle-

which is investig ating the coal strike was 
Fred A. Po tts, a member of the coal < x- 
chang e. 
He said in reply to a question as to 
what tilt» average cost is o f the pro ductio n o f 
a ton of co al that he could not 
give a very 
satisfactory answer, as he was no t a pro ­ 
ducer. 
He replied, on 
being pressed, tlmt 
the cost varied from $1.50 to $1.7 5. 
The 
ordinary profit of the retail dealer was 
fro m 
50 to 7 5 cents a ton. Sometimes it was mo re. 
The l>ost plan for the adjustm ent of the dif­ 
ferences between capital and labor 
was by 
arbitration. 
Austin Corbin, president of the Pbiladel 
phia & Reading railway , was ttie nex t wit­ 
ness. 
He could not state ex actly the cost of 
mining a ton of coal, as his fig ures 
w re 
mix ed in with others. 
The Philadelphia 
Coal and Iron company was a corporation 
whose stock was owned by the Reading 
company , th at company lost on its coal busi­ 
ness in 1885, $1,005,9 00. 
In 188(5 the loss of 
the company was $2,18 1,7 37 . 
Counsel for 
the committee wanted to know how the 
company could g et along with such losses, 
and he answered th at he supposed there was 
some profit in the 
transportation. 
The 
Labor representatives who 
were present 
were anx ious to g et a little more lig ht on 
this subject, but it was not probod any 
dseper. 
Mr. Corbin did not think there was 
any thing wrong in the company fix ing the 
limit and supply of coal. 
“ Tho coal m *n,” 
said Mr. Corbin, “have all they can do now 
to make both ends meet.” 
Ho declared him­ 
self in favor of arbitration for the settle­ 
ment of troublos, not only between working ­ 
men and capitalists, but between capitalists 
as well. 
Mr. 
Corbin, in conclusion, saiu 
th at the Reading railw ay had lost $ 20,000,. 
1X10 in the coal business.
